The house 
and parish belong to the Burion family 
who reside in it. To Mr. Harry Burton I 
was indebted for the privilege of making 
a thorough examination of the house amt 
premises. The stable and oat houses arc 
in the rear. The six celebrated elms are 
at the east end of the house, and are fine 
large trees. Ksq. Hautnber, (John Kau ai 
her) with whom I spent two days, was the 
schoolmate and playfellow kofj Tennyson,

He said Tennyson 
was always looked upon as the la/.yest and 
biggest blockhead among his own family, 
and the boys of the parish. Mr. Biti rn ber 
informed me that when a mao, and study­ 
ing deeply, he would sptnd a whole week 
or more in bed, scarcely ever leaving it, 
and never, in the whole time, leaving tho 
room. Tennyson's lather was a Doctor of 
Divinity, and a Justice of the Peace. lie

Here is one 
of the crosses said to have been erected by 
Edward the first, on the spot where tho 
remains of his Queen 
Elleanor 
rested 
when on their way to 
London. These 
crosses mark the resting places up lo the 
King’s Cross and Charing Cross in London, 
and

quite perfect. It is 13^ feet high of one 
aam shaft, the crucifixion on one side and 
the Virgin Mary on the other. 
Close to 
this cross ars buried the lather and mother 
and some other members of Tennyson’s < 
family. The poet now lives In the Hie of 
Wight, and rarely comes here for any 
purpose. Here, too is a celebrated well in 
a deep dell, to which the religionists ot 
former years used to make pilgrimages to 
for the purpoee of bathing or washing for 
tho removal or cure ot diseases.
